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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Again we are “Ane to give our annual report of the 
condition of our school during the past year. In some 
instances we have been disappointed in our expectations of a 
successful term of school but we think it would always be 
well for parents to visit the school and judge for themselves 
instead of listening to reports. Good schools require the 
hearty co-operation of both parents and teachers, regular 
attendance, supplemented by careful home training, cannot 
fail to exert an influence in our schools. 


The school year was divided into three terms. The 
spring term was kept ten weeks, then it was changed to 
have the other two terms keep twelve weeks which are the 
fall and winter terms. 

The spring term in No. 1, was taught by Miss Alice 
G. Adams of Boscawen, a graduate from the Normal school ; 
having given good satisfaction she was retained for the fall 
and winter terms which closed the 27th of February. 

The spring and fall terms in No. 3 was taught by Miss 
Lilla F. Warren of New Boston, a member of a Normal 
school; not having given good satisfaction the winter term 
was taught by Miss Emma E. Cutter of Stoddard. She 
worked hard to make this school a success and the result 
was all that could be desired. As we visit the school and 
observe methods employed, we have been pleased to sustain 
them. Some have been aided with hearty co-operation from 
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parents and school, while others have been troubled from 
the day of their entrance into the school until the close of 
the term. 


The school year has been a pleasant one and we are 
sure that the faithful effort on the part of teachers and 
scholars has not failed of its purpose.

TRUSTEES’ REPORT 
Of the Free Public Library. 


The board of library trustees respectfully submits their 
annual report. 


At the beginning of the year the board organized with 
the choice of J. P. Newell as chairman and treasurer and 
Mrs. Jennie I’. Center as librarian and secretary. 


For another year our free public library has been 
answering the purpose for which it was established and has 
furnished pleasure, as well as profit, to those who have 
availed themselves of its use. The good that it is doing 
fully justifies the state in making a donation of a hundred 
dollars to aid in founding it, as it also justifies the town in 
accepting the state’s proffered aid. The books are taken 
out and read more and more each year. The magazines are 
much sought after, a fact which shows that our people enjoy 
the more substantial, as well as the lighter reading. The 
library is not large, but it is growing year by year, and in 
the character and quality of the books found in it, it will, 
we think, compare very favorably with other town libraries. 
In purchasing books hereafter, it is the intention of the 
trustees to secure a larger proportion of historical, biograph- 
ical and scientific works and books of travel. 

The trustees desire to take this occasion to commend 
the fidelity and efficiency of the librarian. Her familiarity 
with the books and her readiness to answer all inquiries, 
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furnish the patrons of the library valuable aid, which is 
duly appreciated. 

During the year it was found that additional accommo- 
dationswere needed for the proper care of the books and 
for this purpose eight inexpensive boxes were procured. 

DONATIONS FOR THE YEAR 1896. 

From Charles Adams and William Stearns the proceeds 
of an entertainment given at the Town hall April 1, $5. 
From the Ladies’ Social Circle 25 volumes at an expense of 
$25, also the Century and Cosmopolitan Magazines during 
the year and a Jamp for the library. From Mrs, Jennie F. 
Center, Munsey’s Magazine for the year. From George F. 
Willey, Esq., a History of the City of Manchester. 

There are 695 bound volumes in the library to which 
will be added 43 volumes which are ordered, but not 
yet received. The number of books loaned during the year 
is 1206. 

The building in which the library is kept needs shing- 
ling and this, we understand, is to be done in the spring by 
the'school board. A few repairs on the inside of the build- 
ing are also much needed and we trust this may be attended 
to at the same time.
